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FOREWORD 


N PAST OCCASIONS when Mr Lawton has taken time off from his textile 
manufacturing enterprise to assemble a group of Americana objects for dis- 
persal in the sale room, the result has been highly satisfactory. Satisfactory, 
that is, from the viewpoint of the person seeking objects of intrinsic and his- 
torical value. Similarly, Mr Lawton’s present sale is another such opportunity 


for the collector. 


American furniture, silver, paintings and miniatures constitute the major part 
of the collection now offered. Mainly of New England origin, although New 
York and Pennsylvania are also represented, the furniture is representative to 
a high degree of American cabinet making in the pre- and post Revolution- 
ary War periods. Especially interesting are the pieces attributed to McIntire 
of Salem, Mass. They bear the unmistakable hall mark of that New England 
seaboard community in its palmiest days. Dominating the group of approxt- 
mately forty lots of American silver is the Colonel William Raymond Lee 
tankard by Paul Revere. The history of the tankard is recorded in consider- 
able detail in a footnote appended to the description, therefore, it will sufhce 
simply to re-emphasize here its historical importance. Since the dispersal at 
auction in 1923 of his fine collection of American glass, Mr Lawton has made 


the collecting of American silver a special hobby. 


Generally speaking, and excepting the work of Stuart, Copley, Sharples, 
Ramage and a few other painters, the subject matter of early American por- 
traiture, in oils or in miniature form, is its greatest appeal. Consequently the 
fact that identification of most of the portraits and miniatures in the collection 
has been established greatly enhances their interest value. The painting by 
James H. Cafferty, Wall Street Half Past Two O'Clock, October 13, 1857, 
is an important contribution to the iconography of Manhattan Island and con- 
stitutes also a vivid pictorial record of one of the most dramatic episodes in 
the financial history of the nation.

Graduated at Harvard in 1824, married 
Sarah Jane Bancroft of Groton and practiced law in Pepperell and Cambridge, Mass., 
later a member of the House of Representatives, from Cambridge. 

Shem Drowne (1683-1774), one of the earliest Boston silversmiths, was an out- 
standing member of the New England Baptist sect, and suffered as a result of his 
religious leanings. Besides his silversmith work he gained a wide reputation as a 
maker of weathervanes in the form of cod fish; the example formerly on the old 
State House was said to have been by him. The only large pieces of silver by this 
maker recorded to date, other than spoons in museums, are a beaker in the Clearwater 
collection, a tankard privately owned and the present tankard.

The initials on the bottom of the tankard are those of 
Obadiah Brown and Anna Brown, his daughter. Obadiah Brown (1712-1762), 
married in 1737 Mary Harris, daughter of Toleration and Sarah Forster Harris; his 
daughter, Anna, married Moses Brown (1738-1836), member of the Society of 
Friends and probably the most substantial citizen of his day in Providence, R. I.

Note: William Raymond Lee (1745-1824), first owner of the tankard, was born 
in Manchester, Mass., the son of John Lee, influential merchant and soldier. He 
married Mary Lemon, daughter of Dr Joseph Lemon, of Marblehead, Mass. in 1769. 
The couple resided in the famous Lee mansion in Marblehead. In 1777 William 
Raymond Lee was commissioned by John Hancock a Major in Gloyer’s ‘Marine’ 
Regiment, and later attained the rank of Colonel. In 1789 Gen. Washington visited 
Col. Lee at his Marblehead house and later presented him with a portrait of himself 
(now owned by a descendant). 

Annis Lee, second daughter of Col. Lee, married Capt. John Pulling Jr, Boston 
merchant and patriot, and friend of Paul Revere, also member of the Committee of 
Correspondence, Inspection and Safety. He hung the lanterns in the belfry of Christ 
Church which gave the signal for Paul Revere’s famous ride. The second recorded 
owner of the tankard is Ann Elizabeth Lee Willard, Col Lee’s granddaughter, and 
daughter of Thomas Willard, a member of the famous family of clock makers in 
Roxbury, Mass. The third recorded owner of the tankard is Horace Howard Furness 
(1833-1912) ; he was an active abolitionist and is claimed to have helped spirit the 
body of John Brown through Philadelphia. 

The importance of the tankard in its own right is self evident for we believe this 
to be the first time that a Paul Revere tankard of this description has been offered at 
public sale in New York. Furthermore, the tankard is associated with a distinguished 
soldier of the Revolution and through his family with some of the most dramatic and 
colorful episodes in the Nation’s history. The piece, therefore, may be said to rank as 
an outstanding example of American historical silver made prior to the Revolutionary 
War.

This last marriage took place in 
London in 1800, where Copley was then residing with his family. It is believed that 
the miniature of Gardiner Greene and his son, Benjamin, by a former marriage, was 
painted at this time. Copley also did a portrait in oils of Gardiner Greene represent- 
ing the sitter wearing blue coat with gilt buttons, and powdered hair. ‘This portrait 
was presented by Lord Lyndhurst, Copley’s son, to his nephew, John Singleton Copley 
Greene, of Longwood, Mass., and was burned in the great fire of 1872, (vide Frank 
W. Bailey, The Life and Works of John Singleton Copley, Boston, 1915). 

Benjamin Greene married a daughter of Josiah Quincy, and became the first 
president of the Society of Natural History in Boston. The Greene residence was 
famed for its elaborate formal gardens and its botanical specimens were counted a 
wonder at that time (vide Memorial History of Boston, vol. 4, p. 267). 

The miniature remained in the possession of the Greene family up to a few 
years ago,

Note: The painting constitutes an important historical record of one of the most 
dramatic events in the history of Wall Street. A contemporary note on the panic 
reads as follows: “Demands or withdrawals amounted to almost nothing and there 
was nothing alarming in the situation as it existed in September, but on the thirteenth 
of October with exchange at par and abundant harvests and with a premium of only 
quarter to half percent on metal, the banks suspended specie payment, but resumed 
payment on the eleventh of December”. The panic of 1857 came at a time when Wall 
Street had only recently assumed the position of financial headquarters of the nation. 
The painting is believed to be the only existing contemporary pictorial record of 
this event other than the small sketch from which Cafferty apparently worked in pre- 
paring the large painting. This sketch is now in the Museum of the City of New 
York, loaned by Edward W. C. Arnold. Of the characters shown in the painting, 
those definitely identified are Commodore Vanderbilt, the short figure with sideburns at 
the extreme right; Jacob Little, famous financier and speculator, the central figure in 
‘drover’s’ coat with startled expression on his face; at the left the short stocky figure 
next to the bearded man is Frederick Hudson, brother of E. W. Hudson, the original 
owner of the painting, and associate of the first James Gordon Bennett in the manage- 
ment and publication of the New York Herald Tribune. The other figures in the fore- 
ground are all prominent men of the day. 
Charles G. Rosenberg, the associate of Cafferty in painting this picture, special- 
ized in painting architecture. Cafferty, a portrait painter, did the figures.
